History

Well it was wonderful! 

After being slightly settled in our new classes and all, we gave a dance called “Har- 
vest Moon" on October 5, 1956. We held a jitterbug contest and we all had a good time 
participating in it. A group of boys and girls sang, “Shine on Harvest Moon” and we all 
joined in on the chorus. It was really good. 

Election of officers for our class was held. The results were as follows:

Another moment of sorrow interrupted our lives when Dr. Henry A. McCracken, our 
principal, passed away. He not only had the cooperation and respect of the entire faculty, 
but also of the student body of East Side. He was loved and respected by all. His passing 
away will indeed leave a marked affect upon the lives of all of us. 

Our graduation pictures were taken and they were all very nice. 


On November 16, 1956, we had our Senior Day. We all were looking as nice as can 
be in our new dresses and suits, and the red and white carnations showed up beautifully. 
The show the Senior A’s gave was both exciting and funny. The memory of receiving the 
Torch from the Senior A President will linger in our hearts, always. We also enjoyed the 
dance afterward, and the memory of that day will never be forgotten. 

Many exciting things happened in our twelfth year, but the most cherished memory 
was our Senior Prom. How beautiful it was. Every girl was beautiful and every boy handsome. 
It was called Winter Fantasy and was held at the Essex House on December 7, 1956. 

Our last term has come. Graduation day is not many days away. On February 15, 1957 
we held another dance. Then, in April, we had our second Senior Day, but this time we 
were the ones giving the show and John Simoes turned over the Torch to the future Senior A 
President. But there is a bit of sadness mixed with the fun of this day, for we have only a 
few more weeks left at East Side. 


On Friday June 14th we held our Farewell Dance. It was a wonderful dance even though 
many felt like crying. But after all we have to graduate and that in itself is wonderful. 


Commencement was held on the evening of June 19th, and that memory will last 
forever. 

The four years that have passed were wonderful. East Side has made men and wo- 
men out of us. Wherever we go, whatever we do, we shall never forget East Side and all the 
happy memories those four years bring to us. We have many more years ahead of us. No 
one knows what they will hold, but we are all willing to seek our own fortune. May it bring 
happiness and success to all of us.
